LONDON for, Extent of Liberty^ and 
iis Tirade and Commerce exceeds all 
the Cities in the World. The Laws and 
Cujioms of this City ^ are^jery well adapted for 
the Government of it i and tho\ they fometimes 
appear contrary to the General Juaw of the 
Land^ yet they are always grounded upon 
Reafon : For a City fo Great and Topuhus^ 
and abounding with Arts and Sciences beyond 
any 'other ^ muji of Confequence above all others^ 
have Laws^ Statutes and Cujioms peculiar to 
it f elf 

T^he City-haws and Liberties here treated 
of^ are worthy the Regard^ Reverence and 
EJieem of all Freemen : They are fo very fx- 
cellent^ that I do not admire they have been 
the SubjeU of various Authors Ancient and 
Modern ^ but the Method they are handled in 
with the T)efeUs of thofe Writers^ may be jujily 
wonder d at^ and without Prejudice cenjured. 

In 
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Iff, one TBook^ 'we find m^ ajhort Sketch cf 
Cuftoms; and in another^ fimef em Cafes and 
Ordinances ; in a thirds a fmall Notice of 
the Courts ^ and in a fourth^ the principal 
Work^ a great deal of pedantick ana ajfetied 
Stuffs tending rather to confound than inftruU 
any ordinary Keader. Likewife^ in all of 
them^ there is an entire Omijjion of a great 
Number of Laws and Statutes.

You are to enter your Action with one of the 
four Jttorni€sx>i the Court ^ and when it is fo en* 
ter'd, you muft not employ any of the Sheriff s 
Officers to arreft the Defendant, but muft give 
your Adion or a Note thereof to one of the Ser- 
jeants at Mace belonging to the Lord Mayor 
and Aldermen ^ and he will arreft the Defen- 
dant, ahd if he cannot find Bail, carry him to 
the Compter Prifon • but if the Party arrefted 
find Bail, the eldcfft Attorney of the Lord 
Mayor's Court muft take it, he being Clerk 
of the Bails, and he \s anfwerable for their

The Aldermen of London are chofe by the 
Freemen of the Ward, paying Scot and Lot, 
at a Court of Wardmote held for that Pur- 
pofe J they are returned to the Court of Alder- 
men, and fworn by the Lord Mayor, dxc. 
But none ftiall be an Alderman unlefs born in 
England-^ or his Father be an Bnglijhman. 

The Court of Aldermen may imprifon a 
Perfon who fliall refufe to accept the Office of 
Alderman j becaufe they are a Court of Re- 
cord, and otherwife they may want Alder- 
men, I Mod. Rep. 10. And an Alderman 
muft be a Citizen and Inhabitant of the City ; 
if he removes he ceafcs to be a Citizen, and 
tho' he may be a Freeman, he wants the Qua- 
lification of an Alderman. 4 Mod. 3 6. 

King 
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King Edward the Fourth, in his firft Char- 
ter to the City of London^ grants that the 
Mayor, Recorder^ and Aldermen, fhall be 
Jufiices of Peace for putting all Ordinances 
for the Prefervation of the Peace and good 
Government of the City, and Suburbs there- 
of, as well by Land as Water, in Execution j 
And that the faid Mayor, Recorder and Al- 
dermen, fliall be Juftices of Oyer and Termi- 
ner J and the Mayor for the Time being, and 
his Succeffors, be of the ^arum : The Shcr 
riffs of the City are to be Attendant on the 
faid Juftices. 

Aldermen of London^ by Reafon of their 
Attendance on Courts, are privileged from 
ferving the Office of Conftable, &c. And if 
they are elefted, they may be difcharged by 
Writ iflued for that End. Cm Car. 585. 

Nor fliall they be put upon Affizes, or fervq 
on Juries, fo long as they continue Aldermen. 

Pcrfons aggrieved by AfleflTments made for 
the City, may appeal to the Mayor and Court 
of Aldermen, or the proper Officer to whom 
the Appeal lieth ^ who may correft and fettle 
the Rates and Affeffments, &c. by the Stat. 
II Geo. I. c. 18.

fliall be compelled to ferve the fall Term >• 
and cannot be difcharged from his Mafter af- 
tfer feven Years Service, unlets f<Mr a reafon- 
Hble Caufe. 

A Freeman*s Widow may take a Maid Ap- 
prentice for feven Years, and inroll her in like 
Manner as a Youth, if (he be above fourteen 
Years of Age : And if an Exchange-Woman 
or Sempftrefs, that hath a Husband fi^e of 
Jjondmiy take a Maid Apprentke, fuch Ap- 
prentice muft be. bound to the Husband, and 
ihc may be inrolled and made free at the 
End of the Term, in cafe flic be then unmar- 
ried. Lex Londinen. 48. 

By the Cuftom of London^ Apprentices that 
are bound by Indenture above the Age pf 
fourtecti Years and under twenty-one to Free- 
men of London^ for the full Term of feven 
Years, are compellable to ferve the full Term^ 
and 4n Aftion will lie againft the Apprentice 
for Breach of any of the Covenants : But if 
the Apprentice I?e under the Age of fourteeni 
Years ^t the Time of his Binding, his inden- 
ture

ture is ttot good. And eyery Mailer is to in*^ 
rol his Apprentice within the fifft Yfear of the 
Term, before the Chamberlain of lAmdon ^ 
or the Apprentice may fue out his Indentdre 
and be diicharg'd fixrtn his Matter's Service, 
Trii).

If an Apprentice rfefuTe to be inrtillcd and 
to be preftnt in Court tb tJo it, within the firft 
Year of his Term, the Maftfer tnay within that 
Time bring his Indenture to the Chamberlain, 
Who will tecord the fame ,• Which Record is 
as gobd a^ an Inrolmetit, and (ball bar the 
Apprentit:e from difchargmB himfdf. 

Althbugh an Apprentice be inrolled^ he m^y 
be difcbAr£'d from his Mailer, in caTe the 
Matter ftian beat htai ttnfeafdnablyj tefbre to 
find hiia K^ceiTarieS, neglfe6k to inftrotSt him^

If a Mafter rbifufc his Apprentitre, thfc Cham- 
btriaih of London Ihall fend a SammbnS to thfe 
Mafter to appear before him ; and upon h*ar-

qr leave him to take his Remedy againft the 
Matter in the Lord Mayors Court. And if 
an Apprentice fhall be diforderly, or commit 
any notorious Fault, upon Complaint made, 
Mr. Chamberlain will fend one of his Officers 
for the Apprentice, and fend hira to bride- 
well., or otherwife punifli him according to the 
Nature of the Offence. 

To file out ail Indentnre of Apprenticefliip, 
you muft bring the Indenture or a Copy of it 
to an Attorney in the Lord Mayor's Court, 
who will ifliie a Note or Warrant to one of 
the Serjeants to fignify ^o the Mafter the Ap- 
prentice's Intention of filing out his Indenture,

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When an Apprentice is by Confent of his 
Matter to be mnid o^er to another Matter of 
the fame Trade, it muft be firft done before the 
Company where he w^s bound, and then before 
the Chamberlain ; and not by any Scrivener, or 
before the Company only, .which is no Obli- 
gation upon the fecond Mafter to keep fuch 
Apprentice^ or on the Apprentice to ferve him 
who may fue out his Indenture againft his firft 
Mafter : But being turned over before the 
Chamberlain, thercpy the firft Mafter is diCr 
charged from him, the fecond obliged to keep 
him, and the Apprentice to ferve him the fuU

And by an ancient Law, no Alien Artificer 
fhall ufe any Handicraft Trade in England: 
hut Strangers as well as Natives, may fet up 
in iny Place in England the Trade of Dref- 
ling Hemp or Flax ; and of making Twine 
for Cordage, Cf. by 15 Cm\ 2. c 15. 

Englijh Artificers going abroad into other 
Countries, are incapable of Lands by Difcent, 
Devife, &c. and fliall be deem'd Aliens ; and 
Perfons contracting with fuch Artificers to go 
cut of the Kingdom, are liable to a Penalty 
of 100 /. and three Months Imprlfonment.

By the Cuftom of LiOndon^ one may attach 
Money or Goods of the Defendants, either in 
the PlaintiflTs own Hands, or in the Cuftody of 
a third Perfon, and that either in the Mayor's 
Court or Sheriff's Court. 

And the Cuftom is. That if any Plaint be 
affirm'd in London in thofe Courts a^ainft any 
Man, and he is return 'd Nihil ; if the Plain- 
tiff will furmife any other Man within the City 
who is Debtor to the Defendatit in any Sum, 
he Ihall have his QarnijJmient againft him 
to come and anfwcr if he be indebted in 
the Form the other hath aliedged ; and if he 
comes and does not deny it, then his Debt ftiall 
be attached in his Hands.

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But Debts upon Record, Statute, or Re-. 
cognizance ; Debt recovered. Or which is in 
Suit in the King's Bench, or Common Pleas, 
?fter Iflbc joinMa Imparlance to the Aftion, or 
Writ purchased returnable in SancO ; and if 
Money be in the Sheriff s Hands by Execution, 
tf'c. Thefe are not attachable in London ; nor 
fliall Attachment lie for Rent; i ^olL Ahr. 

A Legacy may not be attached in the 
Hands of it^ Executor, for it is uncertain whe- 
ther Che Executor ftiall have Afllets to pay 
Debts : But for the Debt of an Inteftate, if a 
Debt be due only upon fimple Contrad:, a fo* 
reign Attachment may be made ^ for the Exe- 
cutor or Adminiftratw is chargeable for a 
Debt due by the Teftator or Inteftate upon a 
fimple Contra<a as well as upon a Specialty. 
If 9 Suit be commenced againit the Executor 
of any Perfon, any Debt which was due to 
the Teftator at the Time of his Death, may 
be attached by the Executor j but not where 
the Executor himfelf takes Bond for a Debt 
due to the Teftator^ and if he fells the Goods, 
the Money fcwr which they were fold, ^c. 
cannot be attached. A Debt due may be at- 
tach'd by the Adminiftrator, an Adminiftrator 
being within the Cuftora. i Vent. iii. 

Etebt may be attached in the Hands of an 
Attorney or the King's Bench, and ha fliall 
npt be privileged ^ bccaufe if fuch Privilege 

were 
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-ney, before the Plaintiff ftiall have JuJgraent 
for the Horfe. 

The Ctiftom o^ L&fidmi muft be ftri»Sly pur- 
fued in pleading, or it will not do ; As, Ibat 
London is an ancient City, • and there is a 
Cttjiom in London, that if any one be indebt- 
ed to another^ if he v^ill enter bis Suit or 
Plaint in the Compter of the Sheriff of Lon- 
don, that a 'Precept Jhall be awarded to a 
Serjeant at Mace to funmoii the ^Defendant -, 
and if he return nihil, (viz. that he hath no- 
thing in the City by which he may be fumtmn- 
ed, & non eft inventus) Jnd if he be folentnly 
called at the next Court, and makes 'DefanU, 
that then, if the 'Plaintiff' can Jhew that the 
'Defendant bath Goods in the Hands of one 
tsitbin the Liberty of the City^ that the [aid 
QoodsfiiaU he attached; and if the lyefendant 
make Tiefatik at four Court-1)ays, beim fo- 
lemnly called^ that then, if the Plaintiff will 
fwear his Debt, and put in Sail for the 
Goods, if the Tieht be difproved in a Tear 
and a ^ay, or the fud^ent reverfed, that 
he fljiill have his Judgment for the faid 
Goods, &c. 

A Foreign Attachment pleaded vvull be a 
good Bar to AiSion on the Cafe. 

All Attachments arc grounded upon Miions 
of Debt, and the Manner of entring them is 
the fame as in Atitions : One of the lix Officers 

be- 
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belonging to the Cowt mail: be employed to 
make theoi, m4 the Return is to be within 
certain Hpurs^ for perhaps another Attach- 
ment may be made after in the Hands of the 
P^fon attaching, which cannot be avoided but 
l?y pleadiqg the former Attachment. Then the 
Plaintiff mwft fee an Attorney before the next 
Court holden for the lame Compter : And af- 
ter Attachment made the Garniflice may ap- 
pear in Court by Attorney, and wage his Law, 
or plead that he hath no Money in his Hands 
of the Defendant's, or other fpecial Matter, 
or he may confefs it. If the Attachment be 
of ^oods, and the Plaintiff prove the Goods 
bached, or any Part In his Hands, the Jury 
in fuch Cafe muft find for the Plaintiflf, and 
Judgpent will be had for aft Appraifment ; 
whereupon a Precept is to be made, dircded

di^ of fuch Jury : And upon Attachments no 
Cofts are to be allow'd to either of the Par- 
ties^ Afttt Jjidgment obtained by the Plain- 
I titt. 
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tiff, he miift, before Execution is awardedj 
find Sureties who will undertake for the 
Plaintiff, if the Defendant in the Attachment 
ftiall within a Year and a Day come into 
Court, and difprove or void the Debt de- 
manded agaiuft him, that then the Plaintiff 
fliall rcftore to the Defendant the Money con- 
demned in the Garniiliee's Hands, or fo much 
thereof as fhall l>e difprov'dj and then Exe- 
cution will be granted againft the Garnifliee^ 
for the Money mentioned in the Judgment.

If a Plaintirf hath two WitnefTes thdt will 
fwear the Garnifhee had Monies in his Hands 
when the Attachment was made, on caufing 
the Depolitions to be taken by the Town-Clerk, 
it will ftop the Garnifhee from waging his 
Law, and force him to plead. If the Gar- 
nifliee refufe to wage Law, the Plaintiff may 
try the Caufe in four Court-Days, after the 
Scire facias comes into Court : And the Gar- 
nifliec being warned in (after the four Court- 
Days are paft) to appear, muft fee his Attor- 
ney, and then if he can wage his Law, he 
may be difcharged ; but if he will plead, he 
muft put in Bail before the fecond Court-Day^ 
after the Scire facias comes in, otherwife he 
is condemned for the whole Sum, and is reme- 
dilefs as to Trial by Jury : But if he puts in 
Bail and pleads, it may be try'd by a Tury. 

If 
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If the Garniftice fail to appear, he is taken 
by Default, and Judgment given againft him 
for the Goods and Money attached in his 
Hands ; and is without Remedy, tho* he hath 
not one Penny in his Hands ^ and if taken in 
Execution muft pay the Money, or go to 
Prifon, 

The Garniflice after Trial may put in Bail 
before the Lord Mayor, and diflolve the At- 
tachment and all the Proceedings thereon ^ but 
then he and his Security are liable to what 
Debt the Plaintiff fhall make appear to be due 
to the Defendant. And the Party againft 
whom the Attachment is made, may put in 
Bail in the Compter^ or fubmit his Body, 
which he or the Garnifhee may do before Sa- 
tisfaction acknowledged by the Plaintiff ^ and 
this (hall difcharge the Attachment. When 
Satisfa6:ion is acknowledged, then the At- 
tachment is perfefted, fo that the Defendant 
can put in no Bail to dilTolve it. Lex Lon^ 
din.

THE Defendant in an Aaion of Debt, if 
he be a Freeman of London^ upon his 
putting in Bail, hath Liberty to mark his four 
Defaults; and hereupon he may choofe to ap- 
pear by Attorney, till the fourth Court-Day 
after his putting in Bail. 

And unlefs the Defendant mark his four 
Defaults, the Plaintift' ought to appear the firft 
Court-Day after Bail to the Action, by his 
Attorney, or he may be nonfuited ; and if the 
Defendant be a Prifoner, no Attorney appear- 
ing, a Nonfuit may be had : And if he appear 
not as above. Judgment pafleth againft him 
by Default, and Execution may be had in the 
Afternoon. If the Defendant be a Foreigner 
and bailed, and he appears not the firft Court- 
Day by his Attorney, Judgment will alfo pafs 
againft him and his Bail. ' 

In cafe the Bail be taken in Execution, the 
Defendant may render his Body and difcharge 
them i or the Bail may carry the Defendant 
to Prifon, without an Officer, and difcharge 
themfelves.

In London, the Parfon and Churchwardens 
arc a Corporation to purchafe and demife 
Lands. In other Places, Churchwardens are 
a Corporation to take Care of the Goods of 
the Cliurch, the Property whereof is in them ;

They cannot prefcribe by the Name of Church- 
v-ardens to have Lands, t^£". except it be in 
London.

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There are feveral Sorts of Citizens, mz. 
Freemen of London ^ fuch as refide and keep 
a Family in the City, but are not Freemen ; 
and fuch as bear the Offices of the City, drc. 
but thefe laft ought to be free of the City, to 
be capable of Offices. 

Some are Citizens; and Freemen, and live 
or keep Families in Londmi ; and fome are not 
fo, who have not fo great Privileges as the 
others : The Citizens of London may prefcribe 
againft a Statute, becaufe their Liberties are 
reinforced by Statute, i Koll. Rep. 105. 

King Henry III. in his 8th Charter grants 
to the Citizens of London Liberty to traffick 
with their Merchandize where they pi cafe, as 
well by Sea as Land ,• and to trade free in any 
Part of his Dominions : Edward III. grantee!, 
that the Citizens of London^ fliould not be ob- 
liged to go or fend to War out of the City : 
But they were to be taxed in Subfidies as other 
Commons of the Kingdom, quit of Tallage. 

The Liberty of the City (hall not be taken 
into the King s Hands for any perfonal Tref- 
pals, or Judgment of any Minifter of the Ci- 
ty, (!;c. Chart. Ed. 3 .

To fiience thefe Debates, a late Statute

Coroners, when a Man is killed, are to en-

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Attornies belonging to this Court, who have 1 
a publick Office upon the Royal B^xchange i 
and fix Serjcanrs and Yeomen, to arreft and 
make Attachments ; On your giving any of 
thefe a Note of your Action, he will arreft 
the Defendant, and for Want of Bail carry 
him to one of the Compters j but if he finds 
Bail, the eldefl: of the four Attornies muft take 
the fame ; and if he take infufficicnt Bail and 
the Defendant abfconds, he may be compelled 
to pay the Debt and Damages, by petitioning 
the Lord Mayor, fjc.

Court of Record in Guildhall^ on every 
Jfedmfday and Friday^ for Adtions entered at 
the Ivoodftreet Compter, and every Thurfday 
and Saturday for Anions at the Poultry 
Compter. There are eight Attomies of the 
Sheriffs Courts, admitted and fworn by the 
Court of Aldermen : Alfo there are two Se- 
condaries, and Clerks of the Papersj two Pro- 
thonotaries, and eight Clerk-Sitters belonging 
to thefe Courts ; the latter enter Aftions and 
Attachments, and take Bails, ^c. 

In the Sheriffs Court may be tried Aftions 
of Debt, Cafe, Trefpafs, Account, Covenant, 
and all perfonal Adtions, Attachments and Se-- 
queftrations. And the ufual Practice of this 
Court is to enter your Action at one of the 
Compters ; and then any one of the Serjeants 
may arreft the Defendant and bring him into 
Cuftody J which Arreft may be made without 
Warrant or Precept; and the Serjeant need 
not declare his Name, becaufe he is fworn 
and known ; but he ought to fhew at whofe 
Suit the Arreft is made, for what, and of 
what Return the Procefs is of, that the De- 
fendant may know how to make his Defence: 
In thefe Courts, Ailions require more Time 

to 
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to bring them to Judgment than in the Court 
of the Lord Mayor, and ve more expenfive : 
And after a Verdict obtained in the SheriflS 
Court, before the Judgment is entered, the 
Defendant may flop Judgment by marking the 
Cauff before the Lord Mayor, for Time to 
pay the Money recovered ; this is to be done 
by an Attorney of the Mayor's Court ^ and if 
upon hearing of a mark'dCaufe, it appears 
that the Plaintiff had a Verdi(£t for more than 
his juft Debt, his Lordibip may remit the Caufe 
to Judgment for the juft Debt only, and allow 
fuch Time to pay the fame as he fhall think 
reafonable ^ on Security given therefore, (^c.

^flignM monthly, thq Number of Commiffion- 
ers was encreafed from four to twelve, (three 

of whom make a Court) And thus the fame 

Court flood till the firft Year of the Reign 

of King James I. when the above-mentioned 
A^ of Common Council was conffrro'd by Sta- 
tute i and the Commiffioners W^e empower'd 

to make fuch Orders between tjie Parties 

touohitig fuch Debts, as they ihould Gud ftand 
to Equity and good Confciencc : And the Sta- 
tute 3j?^tX*c, 15. further eftabliihes this 
Comtj extending it to fmall Debts due from 
Citizens and Freemen oiLondo7J^ and all other

This very ancient Court of Record, is held 
in the Inner Chamber of Guildhall^ ufually 
upon Tuefdays and Thurfdays^ except Holi- 
days, and in the Time of Gaol-Delivery : But 
it is in the Power of the Lord Mayor to call 
a Court to fit any Day, not excepting Sun- 
days, and to difmifs the fame at Pleafure. In

the Mayoralty of Jobn Srockky Efq,- it was 
ordained,' that no Officers whatfoever, befides 
the Lord Mayor, Aldermen, Recorder, 
Chamberlain, Common Serjeant at Law, and 
Town-Clerk of the City, or their Clerks in 
their Abfence, ftiall come into the Council- 
Chamber, whilft the Court of Aldermen is 
there fitting upon any Bufinefs publick or pri- 
vate.

If any Officer fliall misbehave himfelf in his 
Office, this Court will fufpend him from the 
Profits of his Place, until he make Satisfadion 
to the Party injured. All Differences touch- 
ing Lights, Watercourfes and Parry- Walls, 
may be determined by this Court ; alfo Diffe- 
rences between Mafters and Apprentices. The 
Price of Bread is always appointed by the 
Court of Aldermen, with Regard to the Price 
of Wheat ; and there are feveral Books which 
ihew, that the Lord Mayor in this Court hath 
Power to fet a Price upon Butter and Cheefe, 
and other Viftualsi Ibid. 170. 

All Leafes that pafs under the City Seal, 
muft be here fealed. The Lord Mayor and 
Court of Aldermen have a Right to appoint 
Rulers of the Company of Watermen, and 
the Fairs of Boats. And a great many Places 
and Offices in the City, are in the Gift of this 
Court, viz. That of Recor4er, Sword-Bearer, 
Common Huntj Qty Counfel, Attornies, dxc.

The Court of Common Council, is held be* 
fore the Lord Mayor, Aldermen and Common 
Council-Men of the City, in the Chamber of 
Guildhall.^ at fuch Times as the Lord Majfor 
ihall appoint i it being in his Lordfliip's Power 
to call and difmifs this Court When he thinks 
fit. 

Several Committees are annually elefled by 
this Court J particularly a Committee of flic 
Aldermen and twelve Commoners, for Letting 
the City-Lands and Tenements, who ufually 
fit once a Year for that Purpofe. A Committee 
of four Aldermen and eight Commoners to let 
and difpofe of the Lands and Tenements given 
by Sir Thomas Grefbatn j they meet at Mer^ 
cers Hall by Appointment of the Lord Mayor, 
who is always one of this Committee. And a 
Governor, Deputy-Governor and Affiftants f<M- 
managing of the Cities Lands in Ulfter in /re- 
laud^ are chofen yearly by the Court of Com- 
mon Council, purfuant to the Kings Charter.

This Court makes By-Laws and Ordinances 
for better Government of the City, &c. And 
a Stranger born may be made free of the City 
of LmidoH by Order of the Court of Common 
Council, and not otherwife.

This is a Court of Record held by the Al- 
dermen of the feveral Wards of the City i 
and it is derived out of the Lord Mayors 
Court, as Hundred-Courts are derived out of 
the County-Court.

'The Cotirt pf Hallmote. 

The Court of Hallmote, or Court of thd 
HalJ, is that Court which every Company in 
London keep in their publick Halls for the Go- 
vernment of their rcipedive Companies. A- 
mong the Saxons^ the Hallmote-Court was 
that which we now call a Court-Baron, having 
its Name from the meeting of the Tenants of 
one Hall or Manor.

'The Court of the Chamberlain. 

The Chamberlain's Court, is rather an Of- 
fice at which he gives Attendance every Day 
in the Forenoon for Difpatch of the Bufinels 
incident to his Office, relating to Apprentices, 
Freemen, ^jc. 

And it has been obferv'd to be the Intereft 
of every Matter and Apprentice, when a Dif- 
ference happens between them, to refer the 
Matter to the Chamberlain, who will freely 
hear both Parties, and decide the Controverfy 
for 3 J. Charge, cv's. i s. for the Summons, 
and 2J-. for the Order; whereas if they pro- 
ceed in the Lord Mayor's Court or elfewhere^ 
it will coft them much more, and perhaps the 
Conclufion be lefs fatisfa£tory. Greens ^ri'- 
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^he Ourt of Orphans. 

This Court is held before the Lord Mayor 
and Aldermen of the City of London^ who 
are Guardians to the Children of all Freemen 
oiLondony that are under the Age of twenty- 
one Years at the Time of their Father s Dc* 
ceafe. 

The Common Serjeant of the City is the 
only Perfbn entrufted by the Court of Alder- 
men to take all Inventories and Accompts of 
Freemens Eflates i and the Common Crier is 
to fummon Executors and Adminiftrators of 
Freemen, to appear before the Court of Or- 
phans and give in fuch Inventories, (3'C. The 
Chamberlain of London is a Corporation for 
Orphans,- and the youtigeft Attorney in the 
Lord Mayor's Court is Clerk of the Orphans^ 
appointed to take all Securities for their Por- 
tions, in the Name of the Chamberlain.

An Heir fliall have his Share in the Diftri- 
bution of the Eftate of a Freeman of Ijtndon.

King Edward I. eftablifh'd by Patent th© 
Company diMerchaut Adi'enturers ; they were 
erefted for the Tranfportation of Wool, ^c. 
to Tirnges \ and the moft conlidcrable Ports in 
England and Ireland^ were made Marts for 
that Merchandize ; bur it has been obferv'd, 
that we were not then fo well vcrfed in Tradcj, 
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pis we are now, to know the Value of th^ 
Staple-Cpmijaodity. 

The Tifirbary Merchants^ were the next 
Company by Charter qf King Henry VII. 
But this Company fpon decaying^ put of their 
Ruins arofe the Lemnt or jTurky Company j 
who firft trading with Venice and then with 
^urky^ furnillied England that w^y with the 
Jj^aji-Tndia Commodities^ which till then were 
l^rought tp us moftly bty Land, and to the Tor-i 
tuguefe ^Ipne by Sea. 

King Edw. VI. incorporated ^ Company 
pf Merchants trading to the Nortby called thcf 
MufctKy or Ru0a C^ompany ,• which was en- 
couraged with adiditional Privileges by Q^Marji 
^nd Q. EUzahftb^ 0-^. And by a Statute made 
in the Reign of King William IIL any Perfon 
being a fubjeft of this Realm, may on Requeft 
tp the iSoycrnor, (jyc. be admitted into the 
l^ujjia Conapany, paying 5 /, for Jils Admif- 
fipn.

In the Reign of Queen Elizabeth fprung 
ijip the Old E^-IndiaCompmy of Merchants, 
y^ho having fitted out Ships of Force, brought;

otherwife, in cafe of Freehold Lands.

One third Part of my 
Perfonal Eftate, the whole in three equal 
Parts to be divided, Itemj I give to my 
Children one other third Part thereof, ac- 
cording to the Cuftom of London: And as 
to the other third Part, which I have to dif- 
pofe of as I think fit, I difpofe thereof as fol- 
loweth ; I give to, (^c. and the Reft and 
Refidue to, O'C. And I make, dxc.

If a Freeman of London makes a Will con- 
ti^ary to the Cuftom, and gives away more

cery, or in the Chancery of the J^ord Mayor s 
Court, 3gainft the E^^eeutor oi fuph Freeman j 
and fo much of the Will as fljaU b? found con- 
trary to the Cuftom fhali be void. A Free- 
man cannot in the Tinie of his Sicknefs, 
whereof he fliall die, give and deliver any 
Part of hi? Goods, (^Ct to any P^fon, qther- 
wife than by his Will, aecordiing to the ClV- 
ftom of London: And if any Frceaian iJisll 
fettle or make over any Part of hi? £ft?te tp 
his Children, with an Intent to defraud hjs 
Wife of her full third Part, the Sfttleap^qt 
may be fct afide.

In cafe Lofs happen of a Freeman's JEdat? 
(left by Will) by Infolvency q( Executors, 
the fame is to be borne by tbq I^e^atOff of the 
Freeman, and not aflfe(^ the two fyil Thirds 
of the Widow and Orphans. Trin, 1715* de- 
cree Lord Chanc. Cowper. 

A late Aft of Parliament has ordain'd^ tbat 
every Perfon becoming free after the firft of 
^nne 1725. and who was before free and yn- 
married, and without any lifue by former Mpr^ 
riage, may dilpofe of his Perfonal Eftate t© 
fuch Pcrfons and Ufes as he fbaU think fit.

By Statute 2S ff.S. c 14. the Lord Chan- ■ 
cellorj &c. has Power to fet the Prices of all 
Kinds of Wines, by the Butt, Tun, Pipe 
Hogfliead, (jrc. Perfons felling at other Prices 
arft to forfeit 40/. for every Veflei foJd. The 
57 H. 8. c. 23. ordains. That none fliall fell 
, "Wines either in Grofs or by Retail, above the 
Prices appointed, under the Penalty aforefaid : 
And Perfons refuting to fell accordingly, the 
Mayor, Recorder, &c. may enter their Houfes, 
and fell the Wines at Prices aflefled. 

The 7 Ed. 6. c. 5. provides, That Licetifes 
fliail be had for fuch as fell Wines by Retail 
in Lotido)?, &c. And the Stat. 1 2 Cnr. 2. c. 2 y. 
was made for licen(ing Retailers of Wine; and 
the King may ilfue out Commiflions to Com- 
miflioners to licence whom they think fit, for 
twenty-one Years, or under, and for fuch 
Rent as they can agree. The Price of Wines 
is limired by this Ad, but the Chancellor, ^c. 
may alter the Prices : All Perfons felling Wines 
in Grofs, mingled or abufed, incur a Forfei- 
ture of 100/. and Retailers 40/. one Half to 
the King, the other to the Informer. 
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The Privileges of the Company of Vintners 
in London and other Cities, and of the Uni- 
verfities are faved, by this Aft.

It is a Cuftom of the City of London to 
maintain an Aftion for Scandalous Words ^ that 
arc not aftionable in the Courts in Wefimii^er^ 
Hall 

To call a Woman Whore, v^ actionable by 
the Cuftom of London^ but not in the Courts 
at Weftminjieri and the Reafon of it is, that 
by the Laws of the City, a Whore is to fuffer 
corporal Punifhment, viz. Carting and Whip- 
ping, for her Offence ^ which is prefentable 
by the Wardmote Inqueft, and there puniiha- 
ble: Alfo this extends to all the Inhabitants 
within London. 3 Cro. 485. 2 T)anv. Ahr. 310. 
But on removing thefe Caufes out of Lon-^ 
don by Habeas Corpus^ into S. K. the Cuftom 
in fome Cafes hath been adjudged not good to 
maintain A(5tions for brabling Words : And 
that for fuch Words , the Party offending 
ihould be fued for Defamation in the Spiritual 
Court, 3 Cro. 3 50.
